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Module  7:  Do  the  Right  Thing 

Section  3 of  Module  7 focuses  on  expressing  opinions  in  writing  and  speech.  Students  also  learn  more  about 
using  adjectives  and  adverbs  correctly.  The  last  section  provides  a review  of  some  of  the  concepts  taught  in 
the  course. 

Section  3:  Voicing  Your  Views 

In  Section  3,  students  read  articles  and  poems  dealing  with  issues  that  many  people  feel  strongly  about. 
Students  work  on  their  own  ability  to  express  their  views  persuasively. 

• In  the  first  two  lessons,  students  read  several  texts  in  which  a point  of  view  or  argument  is  expressed. 
They’re  asked  to  think  about  issues  related  to  the  environment  and  prejudice.  These  lessons  are 
designed  to  encourage  students  to  think  about  an  issue  that’s  important  to  them.  Help  your  student 
identify  an  issue  that  could  serve  as  a topic  for  an  essay  and  speech. 

• In  Lesson  3,  students  learn  how  to  present  an  opinion  persuasively;  they’re  asked  to  select  a topic  and 
write  an  essay  on  it.  This  assignment  is  different  from  a research  report  (although  students  may  need 
to  do  some  research  before  writing  their  essays).  The  main  purpose  of  this  essay  is  to  discuss  an  issue, 
voice  an  opinion  on  it,  and  support  the  opinion  with  reasons  or  examples.  Students  should  read  the 
checklist  and  review  the  assessment  criteria  in  the  Assignment  Booklet  before  beginning  the  essay. 
Remind  your  student  to  use  the  writing  process  learned  in  Module  1 to  complete  this  assignment. 

• In  Lesson  5,  students  practise  presenting  a speech  effectively.  They  also  listen  to  a speech  on  Track  6 
of  the  English  Language  Arts  Audio  CD  2 and  evaluate  the  speaker’s  delivery.  In  the  Assignment  Booklet, 
the  students  are  asked  to  rehearse  making  a speech  (based  on  the  essay  written  in  the  previous 
assignment)  and,  when  ready,  to  present  to  an  audience.  It  is  suggested  that  students  practise  their 
public-speaking  skills  by  recording  their  speeches  and  then  listening  to  themselves  critically. 

• In  their  Assignment  Booklets,  students  are  instructed  to  present  their  speeches  to  a live  audience. 
Arrange  for  at  least  one  person  to  listen  to  your  student’s  speech  and  assess  it,  using  the  “Evaluation  of 
Speech”  form  provided  in  the  Assignment  Booklet.  If  you’ve  been  assisting  the  student  to  write  the  essay 
and  rehearse  and  record  the  speech,  try  to  find  someone  more  objective  to  act  as  the  audience. 


Section  4:  Reviewing  for  the  Final  Test 

Section  4 is  designed  to  prepare  students  for  the  final  course  test.  Students  will  review  some  of  the  material  in 
the  course,  and  they’ll  receive  suggestions  about  studying.  When  they’ve  completed  the  section,  they  should 
understand  what  the  final  test  will  look  like  and  what  they  should  to  do  to  prepare  for  it. 

• The  final  test  for  this  course  and  the  Provincial  Achievement  Test  are  designed  differently.  The 
Provincial  Achievement  Test  assesses  students’  reading  and  writing  skills  and  compares  an  individual 
student’s  achievement  with  the  expected  achievement  of  all  grade  9 students  in  the  province.  The  final 
test  for  this  course  will  test  more  specific  concepts  that  students  have  learned  in  the  modules. 

• Before  your  student  writes  the  Provincial  Achievement  Test,  be  sure  that  you  obtain  information  about 
the  date  of  the  test  (which  is  usually  set  by  Alberta  Education)  and  the  types  of  questions  it  will  contain. 
In  consultation  with  the  teacher,  you  should  plan  a review  with  your  student  before  this  test.  For 
example,  if  the  students  are  required  to  write  a formal  letter  on  the  Provincial  Achievement  Test,  they 
should  review  Lesson  3 of  Module  6:  Section  3.  Additional  help  on  various  types  of  writing  can  also  be 
obtained  from  the  English  Language  Arts  Handbook. 
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• As  a preparation  for  writing  a long  answer  on  the  final  test,  students  should  look  back  at  the  teacher’s 
comments  on  other  writing  assignments.  They  should  also  review  the  writing  process— creating  a web 
of  ideas,  organizing  the  ideas  into  an  outline,  drafting  the  essay,  revising  and  editing,  and  creating  a 
polished  copy 

• To  assist  your  student  in  preparing  for  the  final  test  in  this  course,  encourage  him  or  her  to  review  all 
the  modules  and  assignments.  Discuss  mistakes  made  on  assignments  and  ways  to  make  improvements. 
Use  the  glossaries  at  the  end  of  each  lesson  to  review  terms. 

You  can  also  help  your  student  do  well  on  all  tests  by  ensuring  that  he  or  she  is  well  rested  and  mentally 
alert  before  writing.  Students  should  also  have  a nourishing  meal  before  writing  a test  so  that  they  can 
maintain  their  concentration  for  the  full  time  allotted. 

• Note  that  Module  7 has  a Course  Glossary  that  contains  all  the  literary  terms  covered  in  the  course. 

This  should  be  a useful  study  aid  for  your  student.
